Make Gains 
In Studies 
Of Fungiis

NEW YORK (AP) - Medical 
scientists 
are 
making 
mo re; 
gains against fungus infectio ns 
— the “ third disease.” 
I 
Bacteria 
and 
v iruses 
lo ng j 
hav e been the majo r causes o f 
human death and illness, but 
drugs and v accines are bringing 
them under co ntro l. 
No w the search is stepping up 
fo r better drugs and medicines 
to co ntro l o r cure fungus ail­ 
ments, which actually affec't far 
mo re peo ple than bacterial and 
v iral diseases co mbined. 
By o ne estimate, half o f all 
peo ple at so me time o r ano ther 
suffer fro m so me kind o f super­ 
ficial o r ex ternal fungus infec­ 
tio n that may cause itching, in­ 
flammatio n, scaling o f skin o r 
o ther wo es. 
And tho usands mo re fall v ic­ 
tim to serio us internal o r sy s­ 
temic fungus diseases which are 
o ften fatal. 
There is so me ev idence that 
ailments caused by fungi — 
which are plant-like fo rms o f 
life — are increasing, say s Dr. 
J o hn A. Leer o f the Clinical Re­ 
search Department o f Schering 
Co rp., Blo o mfield, N.J . 
The hunt fo r better drugs Is 
wo rldwide. 
One o f the newest medica­ 
tio ns. to lnaftate — tradename 
Tinactin — ro se fro m research 
begun 10 y ears ago by J apanese 
scientists who patiently tested 3,- 
000 chemicals seeking o ne that 
wo uld kill the fungi causing v ar­ 
io us skin infectio ns. They turned 
up a chemical, fro m herbs, that 
lo o ked pro mising. 
Wo rking o n this lead, Sche­ 
ring chemists dev elo ped to lnaf­ 
tate into a man-made prescrip­ 
tio n medicatio n which phy si­ 
cians no w credit with curing o r 
co ntro lling mo re than 80 per 
cent o f cases o f athlete’s fo o t 
and so me o ther co mmo n fungus 
infectio ns o f the skin. 
Itching 
o r burning fro m athlete’s fo o t is 
usually reliev ed within o ne to 
three day s, and true athlete’s 
fo o t is usually cured o r co n­ 
tro lled in sev en to 21 day s, re­ 
po rts Dr. Harry M. Ro binso n 
J r., o f the Univ ersity o f Mary ­ 
land Scho o l o f Medicine. 
This new agent is no t effec­ 
tiv e, ho wev er, against mo st fun­ 
gus infectio ns o f the nails, no r 
against the fun^s that causes 
mo niliasis, a serio us infectio n o f 
the mo uth, skin and so me o ther 
bo dy o rgans. 
Less than a do zen ty pes o f 
families o f fungi pro duce fatal 
sy stemic diseases that may in­ 
v o lv e the lungs, intestines, liv er, 
bo nes o r o ther o rgans and sy s­ 
tems. 
A main drug against the sy s­ 
temic fungi is an antibio tic, am­ 
pho tericin B. But it so metimes 
pro duces undesirable side ef­ 
fects. 
Two newer antibio tics are re­ 
po rted sho wing pro mising activ ­ 
ity against so me ty pes o f sy s­ 
temic fungus infectio ns — o ne 
has the co de name X507 9 C, the 
o ther is hamy cin. Clinical stud­ 
ies to learn just what they can 
do are still under way . 
In time, the “ third disease” in 
its many fo rms may co me un­ 
der the lid o f pro tectiv e and cu­ 
rativ e drugs, like that put upo n 
bacterial and v iral infectio ns.

Fhseiihower won after promis­ 
ing to go to Korea if elected. 
The desire to deprive the Re- 
jiuhlicans of an issue would, by 
Itself, be a liig incentive for 
.lohnson to redouble his efforts 
next vear to settle the war.

Myasthenia gravis is a disease 
In which the body's supply of 
aeclykiiolinr, a chemical need­ 
ed to stimulate muscles to con­ 
tract, is dclieicnt. As a result, 
the musics tire quickly. Rcer'nt 
studies indicate that in some hut. 
not all victims emotional slrc.«s 
may aggravate or precipitate an 
attack. 
In some victims the musics 
chiefly aflectcd arc those of the 
eyelids which tend to droop as 
Ihc day progresses. In others the 
effort of chewing and swallow­ 
ing is so fatiguing the victim 
(’annof finish a meal. Talking 
exhausts others but. when the 
weakness afteets the diaphragm, 
breathing becomes an elforf and 
fhe condition may threaten life. 
A large niiniher of persons

disease,

women, have a tumor of the 
thymus. When this is the case. 
X-ray of the thymus usually 
brings about prompt improvr- 
mcnt. Women under 40 who are 
not helped immediately by such 
treatment should have their thy­ 
mus removed. 


Medical treatment will usual­ 
ly cinirol the disca.sc. but does 
not give a permanent cure. Neo­ 
stigmine and pyridostigmine are 
fhe drugs most widely used. In 
persons who can't take these 
drugs, triamterene and ambe- 
nonium, 
singly 
or 
combined, 
may be helpful. Young women 


who find that the disease is al­ 
ways worse just before a men­ 
strual period have been bene­ 
fited bv norethvnodrel.
